I 

was  able  to 

pick 

up  a nice 

General  Thomas  Lg . Size  $5  Treasury  note  in  VF 
35. . .it  was  slabbed  and  I promptly  cut  it  out.  Tom 
Denly  who  sold  me  the  note  would  have  freed  it 
himself,  but  allowed  me  the  honor.  I also  picked  up 
a Red  Seal  1914  in  XF  for  an  arm  and  a leg.  Along 
with  a blue  seal  1914  $20 . . . they ' re  rising,  too, 
but  not  as  much  as  some.  Large  size  seems 
hottest ...  and  you  have  to  scramble  at  a show  to 
find  anything  before  all  is  picked  over.  I suspect 
this  will  continue  for  a while ...  certainly  at 
Memphis  which  is  next  on  our  timetable  of  important 
Paper  money  events. 

Our  cover:  This  1891  Treasury  Note  is  part  of  an 
interesting  group  that  begins  with  Secretary  of  War 
Stanton  on  the  one  dollar  note  and  then  goes  to 
General  McPherson  on  the  two,  General  Thomas  on  the 
five,  Sheridan  on  the  ten  and  all  the  way  up  the 
ladder  to  General  Meade  on  the  $1,000  Grand 
Watermelon.  These  Civil  War  Heroes  are  colorful  and 
popular.  The  same  portraits  are  offered  in  the 
series  of 1890,  with  more  ornate  backs.  They  are 
pricier  than  the  series  of  1891.  Thomas  is  known  as 
the  "Rock  of  Chickamauga'  and  is  considered  the 
most  underrated  of  Union  Generals  in  the  Civil  War.

I have  just  finished  reading  the  Rag  Picker  for  January  - March  2004.  To  be  bluntly  honest, 
it  is  not  what  it  used  to  be.  However,  you  may  be  able  to  tell  by  my  membership  number 
that  I have  been  a member  since  those  days  in  the  60’s  & 70’s  when  Currency  Collecting 
was  very  popular. 

I located  my  free  ad  on  page  10  at  the  bottom.  I could  not  find  another  ad  with  mention  of 
the  word  “Research”  in  it,  with  the  possible  exception  of  my  old-timer  friend  Hank 
Krolokowski’s  ad  about  the  1999  $1  FRN  from  the  “BP”  block  missing  the  front  Face  Plate 
serial  number.  My  observation  is  as  follows:  If  Paper  Money  is  so  HOT,  why  aren’t  there 
more  requests  for  help  finding  blocks,  for  error  notes,  for  explanations  and/or 
information,  or  for  just  “Wants”?  Also,  there  sure  are  not  many  article  contributions  by 
knowledgeable  collectors!  Come  on  people,  write  something  which  will  keep  us  reading  and 
interested... 

Back  when  I began  collecting  Paper  in  the  early  60’s  (following  the  Silver  Coin  demise!),  the 
$1  FRN’s  were  new  and  there  were  many  collectors  trying  to  reach  each  other  in  order  to 
obtain  their  collecting  needs.  Trade  requests  for  Blocks,  Serial  Numbers,  Specialties,  and 
current  information  was  common.  Even  for  the  newly  extinct  Silver  Certificates.  The  Rag 
Picker  was  one  of  the  few  collector  sources  available  back  then.  Now,  there  seem  to  be  just 
a few  collecting  the  paper  of  our  Country.  Where  did  everyone  go?  Sometimes  1 watch  the 
eBay  sales  and  find  that  it  is  used  for  the  Entrepreneur  who  sells  “Created-Errors”.  Here  is 
a WEB  site  to  check  out:  http://coins.listings.ebav.com/Small-Size-Notes  Federal-Reserve- 
Notes  WOQQfromZRl  10QsacategoryZ40029QQsocmdZListingItemList  Forgeries  are  offered  more 
than  ever  before.  Genuine  Error  Currency  is  still  there,  but  it  is  mostly  the  Spectacular 
Error  with  the  BIG  Price  that  is  being  offered.  I cannot  help  but  wonder  where  the  new 
collectors  interest  are?  There  are  very  few  clues  and  only  a little  evidence  from  the  Rags 
Want  ads...  Stars?  Maybe! 

I have  decided  to  continue  to  concentrate  on  the  1995  series  $1  FRN  with  the  Small  Back 
Plate  serial  number  “295”  Engraving  Error  from  the  BEP’s  Fort  Worth  facility.  I was 
originally  collecting  the  experimental  WEB  Press  Notes  and  had  a nice  collection  going 
when  the  “FW  BP-295  Error”  was  discovered.  At  first,  they  were  just  a novelty.  1 found  a few 
and  sent  them  off  to  friends  who  were  seeking/ collecting  them.  Then  I learned  that  there 
were  more  blocks,  runs,  and  Face  Plate  SNs  involved  than  I had  expected.  That  is  when  I 
found  my  G*  with  the  “295”  error  on  it.  I had  not  heard  of  any  star  notes  being  printed  and 
could  not  find  any  information  about  them.  This  is  why  I was  forced  into  doing  my  own 
Research.  I also  started  collecting  the  “FW  BP-295  Error”  myself.  By  the  way,  that  is  also 
how  I got  started  collecting  WEB  notes.  I found  an  F*  WEB  note  in  change  and  noticed  that 
it  looked  different.  Subsequently,  while  searching  for  the  WEB’s,  I found  my  first  few  “295” 
notes,  then  the  G*.  My  only  “295”  star.  I have  since  discovered  that  there  are  only  ten  (10) 
others  known  or  reported!  That  is  fewer  than  the  WEB  Note  Stars  reported! 

With  the  release  and  then  the  discovery  of  the  “FW  295-Error”  in  1998,  I have  tried  to  find 
out  as  much  information  about  the  “295”  as  I possibly  could.  I searched  many,  many 
thousands  of  $1  notes.  My  Bank  Tellers  think  that  I am  crazy.  I went  through  four  (4) 
thousand  notes  per  day,  searching  for  them.  Fortunately,  lam  retired  and  need  some 
activity  in  my  life.  Searching  currency  is  a task  over  and  above  my  part-time  job,  garden, 
family,  and  around-the-house-chores.  My  grubstake  was  from  the  buy-out  that  I received 
when  I finally  retired  after  42  years  of  daily  work  at  the  job. 
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I do  not  recommend  this  level  of  involvement  for  everyone.  It  is  hard  work  going  from  Bank 
Branch  to  Bank  Branch  and  convincing  those  Tellers  to  help  you.  Again,  fortunately,  I was 
working  (PT)  as  a Limmo  Driver  and  I traveled  to  many  locations  while  on  my  jobs.  I had  an 
established  routine  and  visited  some  Banks  on  a regular  basis.  Some  Banks  to  deposit  my 
notes,  and  others,  who  were  cooperative,  to  purchase  notes.  I guess  that  it  paid-off.  I have 
grown  to  know  the  Tellers  in  a way  that  few  others  can.  I have  found  currency  information 
in  places  that  no  other  collector  has  found.  I am  happy  to  say  that  this  effort  has  led  to 
sharing  with  others  in  articles  about  the  “FW  295-Error”.  I have  had  a very  nice  piece 
published  in  The  Bank  Note  Reporter  in  the  June  of  2001  issue. 

My  next  triumphant  discovery  was  my  Unique  “FW  295-Error”  with  three  (3)  different  errors 
on  it.  First  is  the  “295”  Engraving  Error,  then  there  is  the  Back-to-Front  overprint,  and 
finally  the  reverse  Board-Break.  To  date,  no  other  has  surfaced.  And,  according  to  recent 
US  Currency  Error  publications,  it  is  the  ONLY  specimen  with  three  different  types  of  BEP 
Errors.  If  it  were  not  the  ONLY  specimen,  then  there  would  have  been  others  mentioned 
and  described! 

Well,  here  it  is  spring  of  2004  and  I have  found  that  there  are  many  changes  to  the  previous 
information.  Some  new  additions,  adjusted  totals,  and  even  some  corrections.  Soooo,  I 
decided  to  do  some  more  research  by  asking  my  fellow  “FW  295-Error”  collectors  to  send 
me  their  personal  information  so  that  I can  incorporate  that  info  into  a new  article  about 
the  “FW  295-Error”.  I want  to  Thank  the  25  responders  to  my  ads  in  Coin  World, 

Numismatic  News,  and  The  Bank  Note  Reporter.  Your  data  has  been  tallied  and  put  into  my 
new  article.  The  “FW  295-Error”  Update  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  the  June  2004  issue 
of  The  Bank  Note  Reporter.  How  about  that? 

I formerly  wrote  a recurring  column  for  The  Rag  Picker.  It  was  “New$  from  the  Nation’S 
Capitol”  and  the  main  thrust  was  providing  the  Monthly  BEP  Currency  reports  for 
publication.  At  that  time  I was  one  of  the  few  allowed  to  be  on  the  select  BEP  mailing  list. 
Following  receipt  of  the  BEP  Monthly  Report,  I then  provided  it  to  the  Rag  with  some 
homespun  comments.  It  was  fun  while  it  lasted,  but  the  BEP  then  opened  up  the  mailing 
list  to  everyone  and  my  information  became  readily  available  to  anyone.  Now,  the  BEP 
provides  the  Monthly  Production  report  on  its  WEB  site  at: 
http://www.monevfactorv.eom/section.cfm/2/43 1 

By  the  way,  another  WEB  site  that  I want  to  mention  here  is  the  site  which  offers  those 
collectors  who  do  research,  an  opportunity  to  find  data  about  the  currency  from  the  past.  I 
think  that  it  is  great  and  is  well  worth  a visit  or  two.  It  may  not  have  it  all,  but  for  the  Small 
Size  Note  Collector,  it  has  much  data  to  be  read.  Oh  yes,  my  “FW  295-Error”  data  is  there 
too.  You  have  to  hunt  for  it,  but  there  is  a link  and  I update  my  data  twice  a year.  It  is:

Now,  how  about  some  help  from  those  of  you  who  know  me  and/or  have  had  dealings  with 
me  or  you  new  collectors  out  there  who  have  any  of  the  “FW  295-Error”  notes?  I need  to 
find  out  more  about  those  eighty-two  (82)  Hard-to-Find  “Toughies”,  which  are  listed  in  my 
chart  below.  Have  some  fun  and  see  if  you  can  get  your  initials  along  side  the  serial  number 
of  that  special  “295”  note  data  that  you  provide  to  me  for  the  list.  Your  own  personal  “295- 
Toughy”!  You  may  have  the  one  that  is  totally  NEW  and  is  a New  Find!  I’m  still  looking  for 
info  about  the  IF/ 8 FP  347  and/or  LY  block.  You  can  help!  So,  write  to:  Ed  Zegers,  PO

VICTORY  VIGNETTE 
By  Frank  Clark 

The  pictured  vignette  is  portrayed  on  the  face 
of  the  S500  Legal  Tender  issues  of  1874,  1875, 
1878  and  1880.  It  is  a female  allegory  repre- 
senting Victory.  Her  left  breast  is  uncovered 
and  she  is  standing  among  a disabled  cannon  and 
shot.  She  holds  a victory  crown  of  laurel  in 
her  left  hand  and  a quill  pen  in  her  right  hand  - 
history  is  written  by  the  victors.  How  does  a 
half  topless  woman  get  herself  in  such  a predic- 
ament? This  mythological  symbolism  has  been 
described  to  me  in  two  different  ways.  The  first 
one  is  that  this  shows  she  is  ready  for  battle. 
The  second  definition  is  she  shows  no  fear.  I 
think  both  definitions  are  very  similar. 

This  particular  vignette  is  from  a Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  vignette  book  from  the 
late  1800's.  Needless  to  say,  $500  Legal  Tender 
issues  are  extremely  rare!
